Hat your Petitioners Father having been aGtive in the 
Kentiſh Engagement, in the year 1643. was Sequeſtred 
for Delinquency, but ſoon Compounded; and paying 
his Compoſition mony, was diſcharged from his Se- 
queſtration: And in December 1648. he ſettled two Mel- 
ſuages in_ Eaſt-Greenwich upon your Petitioners, and the Heirs of 
their Bodies : That after going beyond the Seas, one Gregory Clement 
Eſquire, taking advantage of his abſence, by Information that he 
was gone to the Aſſiſtance of his Now Majeſty; and by Confederacy 
with Mr. Saxzmel Moyer, Chair-man of the Commitree for __ 
ftrations, (your Petitioners being then Infants) did twoyears afterthey 
were ſettled on your Petitioners,cauſe the aforeſaid meſſuages to be Se- 
queſtred again, as your Petitioners Fathers Eſtate ; and after procured his 
name tobe inſerted in the pretended AR, For ſale of Diencats E- 
ſtates; and the ſaid Maſter Clement baving, by the help of a Ladder, 
gotten over a Wall into the Poſleſſion of the Premiſes, upon pretence 
that he was a Tennant thereof, and had right to the preemption; pur- 
chaſed the ſame for 832 pounds, one half thereof was paid in Zills and 
Debenters,(they having coſt your Petitioners Father above 50co pounds) 
That the ſaid Mr.Clemert, by his power, being himſelf a Member of the 
long Parliament, and oneot the Commitree of ObſtruCtions, and with 
the aſſiſtance of the ſaid Maſter Samuel Moyer; who purchaſed one of 
the ſaid Meſſuages of the ſaid Maſter Clexrert 3 and by corrupting your 
Petitioners Agents with mony, hath to this day totally obſtructed your 
Petitioners endeavours for their Reſtitution, to your Petitioners great 
charges, and utter undoing. 
Your Petitioners therefore moſt humbly beſeech your Honours, that 
you would be pleaſed to take the Premiſes into your moſt ſerious 
conſiderations, that the ſame may be by you +1 nyo to 


the Honourable Houſe of Commons, that ſo proviſion may be 
made for their reliefe herein
